prosperity 
was 
Ju st 
around 
the 
corner. 
"B ut it seems th a t we are only 
Just now coming to th a t corner, 
T here Is a better sp irit, more con­ 
fidence. an easier flow of money 
and m any things to Indicate that 
w e have reached th e bottom and 
ark probably on th e rebound. But 
th is has not come ab o u t through 
propaganda. 
It is because of the

grow best on a good example. 
Shouting is a childish m istake 
A 
shout makes a child 
feel 
big 
and powerful. 
He feels so little 
in the presence of grownup people 
who have such power for good or 
ill over him. 
He feels the need of 
bigness 
and 
the 
power 
he 
has 
learned to ascribe to it. 
if he can 
speak in a big voice he will Im­ 
press 
these 
giants, so 
he 
roar#. 
And you cannot deny hi# re aso n ­ 
ing 
A shout is Impressive. Thun­ 
der never fails to catch our ear 
and stir our emotions. 
But one 
cannot 
listen 
to shouts 
for 
any 
length 
of 
time. 
They 
must 
be 
used with discretion. 
And discre­ 
tion is precisely what a child ha# 
not. 
We come back then to the 
original 
place of beginning. 
We 
must teach by example and pre­ 
cept that a soft voice is the right 
call for our attentive ear. 
Set 
the child a good 
exam ple 
by 
speaking 
gently. 
Teach 
him 
good m anners by practicing them 
on him. 
Move gently. 
Act cour­ 
teously. 
Never hear a child who j 
shouts. 
When the echoes of his 
voice die away look longingly up­ 
on him and say. “I couldn't hear 
you because you shouted so loud­ 


ly, son. 
Speak gently so I can. 
hear you.” 
WL n he speaks again he will 
speak 
softly 
and 
his 
tones 
will 
caress your ears a* the sounds of 
birds’ 
wings soothes your spirit 
One’s voice is the truthful expres­ 
sion of one’s mind at the time of 
speaking. 
The child's loud shout 
tells 
the 
story 
of 
his 
confused 
struggling, excited mind. 
A shout 
in return increases the confusion. 
A soft word gently spoken quiets 
the turmoil and steadies the think­ 
ing. 
But 
there 
is another side 
to 
this story and it must be regard­ 
ed. 
We don’t want to rear a child 
in the hushed and reverent atm os­ 
phere of a cathedral. 
Home 
is 
a place w here children grow and 
there m ust alw ays be a liberal a l­ 
lowance for the noise and waste 
and 
errors of growth. 
Mistakes 
are nothing to be alarmed about. 
They 
are 
usually 
the 
result 
of 
childish 
ignorance 
and 
misinter­ 
pretation. 
A kindly understanding 
word soon sets things right. Chil­ 
dren are not little devils, nor are 
they little angels. 
They are grat­ 
ifyingly human.
